He was once fish commissioner, and it has been
pretty generally agreed that his conduct of the of-
fice was not unusually sucessful. He charges in the
Oregonian that C. W. Fulton *‘legislated him out
of office,” which leads to the logical conclusion
that, out of a spirit to even accounts with Mr. Fulton,
Mr. Reed was prompted to write his letter. When
he determined to give publicity to his protest against
violation of the law will result in ruination of the
patriotic desire to proteet the interests of the fish-
eries, else he would have sent his letter to one of
the Astoria papers.

When Mr. Reed was fish commis-
gioner there was need for rigid enforcement of the
law, but this season, fortunately for the salmon in-
dustry, it is quite within the bounds of reason that
operations should have heen permitted for a few days
in excess of the time stipulated by statute for the

In
1861 the population of the British empire was one
hundred and seventy-five millions; in 1871 it was
two hundred and thirty-five millions: in 1881 it was
three hundred and ten millions; in 1891 it was
three hundred and fifty-one millions.
